And whereas accordingly His Exceilenoy the then Lord Lieu- 
tenant appointed six trustees for the said purpose ; 5 

And whereas the sum of one thousand pounds was iuTeated by 
the trustees in the pm’chase in, fee simple of a farm in the parish of 
Alunm’et, in the said county, and the said farm was afterwards, hy 
lease” dated the twenty-first day of October one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-three, demised by the said trustees to the Com- 10 
missioners of National Education in Ireland for the term of sixty- 
one years, at the annual rent of seventy pounds fifteen shillings and 
fourpence, to be used and occupied by the said Commissioners for 
the establishment of a modern agricultm-al school and farm : 

And whereas the sum of one thousand pounds, further portion 15 
of the said ti-ust fund, was retained by the said trustees, and 
invested by them, to the end that the dividends might be applied 
for current expenses ; and the sum of two thousand and seventy- 
nine pounds nine shillings and sevenpence, being the balance of 
the same trust fund, was paid over by the said trustees to the said 20 
Commissioners of National Education to aid in the erecting of 
the necessary buildings and offices of the said school : 

And whereas the said Commissioners of National Education, 
with the said sum and other funds at their disposal, did erect and 
establish a model agricultural school and farm at Mungret afore- 25 
said, and the trusts thereof were declared by a certain deed of 
trust of the tenth of Eeoember one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-nine between the said trustees on the one part, and the 
Commissionei’s on tlie otlier part : 

And whereas, after the experience of many years, the said 30 
agricultural school and farm proved au entire fafim-e, and the 
Commissioners of National Education have, in pursuance of a 
power contained in their said lease, surrendered the said school and 
farm, with afi buildings and erections thereon, to the trustees : 

And whereas under the ch’oumstanoes aforesaid it is advisable to 35 
authorise the Lord Lieutenant to provide for a variation of the 
trusts at present attaching to the premises : 

Be it therefore enacted hy the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
hy and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 40 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

Power to tbe 1, That it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant or other 
tenmt'o?' Governor or Governors of Ireland, with the consent of the 
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[42 ViOT.] Mungret Agricultuml School, ^c. 3 

Comioiaers of Her Majesty’s Treasmy. or any three or more 
of them, to direct and appoint that the said lands, buildings, and 
premises hnown as the Mungret Agricultural School and Model 
Farm, mth them appurtenances, and all trust funds now under 
5 the control of the trustees, shall from henceforth he used and 
applied under the control and du'ection of the ti-ustees to such 
purpose of instruction as the Lord Lieutenant, with such consent 
as aforesaid, shaU seem meet, anything in the said recited or any 
other Act of Parliament, or in the said deed of trust or any othm' 
instmineiit affecting tiie premises, notwithstanding.
